OMo Coin of Appeeb Says Harrison

Frai lint Wife When He Mat.

Columbua, Ohio, August 1. A de- 
cision which Invalidates tbe second 
marriage of the Rev. Fred O. Cox, for- 
merly a Methodist Bpiscopal minister 
at l^arrlHon. Ohio., was handed down 
by tb.> Court of Appeals yesterday. It 
rul<Ml tliai an "oral" decree of divorce 
was not bInilInK and sustained Judge 
CharleH W Hoffman of iHimesllc Ilelu- 
llon» Court in disnilssliii; Cox's suit 
for divon e from bis firHt wife. 

Cox filed 'KUil in i'Jl'.i sookini; n di- 
vorce from Murtice Cox, to » boi\i lie 
iKid been married for twenty years He 
cbarKed willful at>si'ii( e As tbe result 
of t ii> ininlslcr's ii'siiinoiiy that bis 
wife bad li'ft him more than three 
yeara jirior to the flllnR of hla suit. 
Judge HofTman announced when the 
ease waa beard November 6, 1919, that 
a decree would be granted. 

In the afternoon of the same day 
Cos went to Maysvllle. Ky., and mar- 
ried Miss Nannie GUI. Learning of 
this. Judge Hoffman called Cox Into 
court and Informed htm that tbe di- 
vorce decree had not oeen ofllclally 
recorded. "Hie case was then reopened 
and upon Investigating It was learned 
that the minister In applying fOr a 
marriage license had given his oeeii 
pation as a street car conductor. 

A short time later a letter was re- 
ceived from Cox's first wife in Denver. 
Colo . stntliiK that she had received no 
notlve of tbe divorce action, although 
her husband knew ber whereabouts 
She also Haiil that one of the children 
w as llvinc w Itb ber and tbe other was 
•^laylnc with Cox, while he had teM 
rii'd ibat they were both living with 
him. 

After a careful review of the rase 
the court discovered from an aflidavit 
of one of the minister's witnesses that 
although he had separated from his 
wife In September, 1917, they had lived 
together aa man and wife In June 
1918, which was slightly more than a 
year prior to the filing of the divorce 
p«emnai-a»<l-«lM» «be charge of three 
years' willful absence could not bo 
sustained. Aa a result Judge Holtman 
ordered an ^ntry, dismissinK tbe suit 
to be put on' January 27. 1920. 

Cos'a attorney then filed a motion to 
set aalde this judgment and when 
Judge Hoffman overruled It he took 
the case to the Court of Appeals. That 
court refused to review tbe case, with 
the result that a mandamus action was 
brought in tho Ohio Supreme Court 
and a decision was handed down or 
dcring tho Court of Appeals to hear 
the appeal. 

Although Cox's attorney contended 
that Judge Iloffuian did not have tbe 
authority to place an entry on record, 
dismlpsing the divorce suit, after hav 
ing announced an "oral decree' at the 
hearing, tho Court of Appeals held 
that the order was rever>aMe be<'ause 
the divorce decree has never been re 
corded. 

It cited the decision In n similar case 
In which the court ruled that "tho 
court speaks through * Journal and a 
Judgment Is not rendered until It Is 
redtieed to a Journal entry." Attorney 
J. Q. Martin represented Cos and At- 
torneys Hloka ft tourtln appeared 
agalnat hin.

sadlv enough, show the United States to be a barbaric land, may 
seem profitless and .'vei, liiir.irns..nu' 1-y reason of their monotonous 
repetition. But it is to l>o reiuembtred that murder, too. is profitless, 
burdensome and wearily Insistent. Sociologists have instituted a 
eurious. e\ in ^'liastly, eompetition among the sections and the cities 
because of this iiuhirinft factor of evil. 

From this it is learned that St. I-ouis is bloclily foreiiui.st in the 
disgraceful train of communities where murder and homicide reign, 
and that, if the pi^sent ratio of law-breaking is continued; .Los 
Angeles will rank first for burfrlaric; iind robberies by foroe. always 
potential for killings. As for comparison with other Kiiglish-speak- 
ing countries, there is no such thing. "America first : the rest no- 
where," the slogan of the famous cup-winning yacht, fits the situa- 
tion precisely. 

Argument, now again rife beeaiiso of the savag>ry of the ban- 
dits and of the desperate strikers, leads always to the same eonchi- 
sion, namely, the lack of respect for law. This is a throadbai e trtiism 
and forms an indictment against a whole people, the thing Burke 
erroneously said could not be done. Society liere will not enforce 
law, and In nce society here is degenerating. The corollary is perfect- 
ly fitting. Public officers, lax indeed, do but reflect public opinion. 
It is a cowardly evasion to throw the brunt of responsibility upon 
them. 

The stage at this moment is set for more crime, more murder, 
more arson, more destruction. Rifles are cracking, bombs are bur>t- 
ing and men are dying and suffering. The roll of slaughter for 1922 
will vastly exceed that of 1921. There is no blinking that grim fact. 
yVmerica will maintain her h-ad(-rship in tlie van of the army of appal- 
ling deeds. It is a waste of breath to talk of the remedy; which 
every honest-thinking man knows already. What" is needed is a pen. 
tecostal revival of the sense of ].ersonal, not public, responsibility. 

As for the moral teachers, tliere recently was published a query 
which seems to give them their compass points and orders. It came 
from a religious paper, and it asked: "Is there not in the teaching 
of the Christian Church too little emphasis upon the exacting de- 
mands of 1 itrhteousness and rather too much stress upon a senti- 
mental interpretation of the love; of God?" The answer is emphati- 
eally the affirmative. Obedience to law is in itself a form of religion. 
Again, tliose who falsely think that coddling crime is reformation are 
bidden to remember that a fundamental of the social organization 
commands us to be just before we- are generous. — Cincinnati 
Bnquirer.

MB. PUOHES ANSWERS MB. HOLT. 



The Leader not long ago commented on the letter written by 
Mr. Hamilton Holt to Secretary Hughes, making certain charges and 
asking for definite information as to what Mr. Hughes proposed to 
do about joining the^.>eague of Nations. 

Secretary Hughes has seen fit to answer Mr. Holt in detail, and 
points out the errors into which the latter has fallen in this instance 
as in so many other instances. 

For example, the Secretary says that this government has dealt 
courteously and appropriately with all communications from the 
league; that the United States has had representation at all health 
conferences ; that the government bac^ not prevented the American 
Hague judges from si-nding nomination for the Pennftnent Court of ' 
International Justice of the League; and that the United States had j 
in no sense abandonied the Allies in making a so-called seperate peace | 
with Germany. 

Mr. Hughes also contradicts the staleinent made hy .Mr. Holt 
that the Washington conference aeeomplisiied only what could have 
been sooner and better accomplished by the League, had the United 
States joined it at the right junctnrie, in the following terrils : ' ' Sly 
own view is that the important results of tlie cmfcrence were made 
possible because it was a limited conference held in Washington by 
the nations immediately concerned and wtts not associated with any 
other enterprise." 

Mr. Hughes, furthermore, ver>' frankly states tbat there is no 
intention on the part of this government to enter into any treatyor 
convention by whicli the United States shall share in the maintenance 
of the Permanent Court of International Relations until provision is 
made by which the Uni' -d States, without nienibcrship in the League, 
shall have an appropriate voice in the election of the court's judges. 

Mr. Holt goes on the assumption that the United States can 
maintain its moral prestige and perform its international duties only 
by accepting membership in the League. He has allowed this obses- 
sion to warp his judgment of men and events to'such an extent that 
he permits himself to think of the President and Mr. Hughes as re- 
creant to a solemn obligstitfn and guilty of all the disorder and dis- 
tress in the world. 

It has always becii a phenomenon hard to .■xj)lain that those who 
have given such undivided and passionate allegiance to the League 
idea have became incapable, largely, of calm and logical processes 
of thought and of just ancl generous judgments. — Lexington Leader.
